Be Given a Ger- 
mination Test 


Germination tests made on oats, 
wheat and barley this fall at the 
Dominion Seed Laboratory, at Cal- 
gary show that there are considerable 
quantities of oats and barley, par- 
ticularly in Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan which are unfit for seed. 
The average percentage germination 
for Alberta oats is 68 per cent. and 
none of the samples of Alberta oats 
received have germinated up to the 
standard which is 95 per cent. 
Moreover the average ‘preliminary 
count which is made at the end of 
six days is as low as 35 per cent. 
Good seed oats should give a pre- 
liminary count of 85 per cent. to 90 
per cent. and a final (14 day) count 
of 90 per cent. to 98 per cent. of 
vital seeds. Samples of oats re- 
ceived from Saskatchewan are some- 
what better. The average prelimin- 
ary count is 50 per cent. and the 
average final count is 86 per cent. 
Many samples show evidence of frost 
injury, these always giving low per- 
centages of vital seeds, both in the 
preliminary and final counts. 
berta barley has also given low ger- 


count is 70 per cent. These figures 
are very low and indicate that con- 
siderable proportions of Alberta oats 
and barley and Saskatchewan oats 
are weak in vitality and undesirable 
for seed purposes. 

As one of the first essentials for a 
good crop of any kind is good seed, 
it is important that only seed with 
strong germination energy and a 
high percentage of germinable seeds 
seould be used. The germination 
energy:of a sample is indicated by 
the percentage of seeds which ger- 
minate during the first four or five 
days of the test. The preliminary 


count therefore is an index of the 
germination energy. If, for exam- 


‘ple, the preliminary count on a 
‘sample of oats is 25 per cent. the 


germination energy of the sample is 
very low, but. of the preliminary 
count is 90 per cent. the germina- 
tion energy is strong. Twosamples 
may vary as widely as this in the 
preliminary count but may contain 
the same percentage of vital seeds in 
which case the final counts would be 
the same. Ifthe final counts only 
were considered one of these samples 
would be thought to be as good as 
the other, while in reality one is 
good seed and the other undesirable 
for use as seed. The sample with a 
high preliminary count will with- 
stand unfavorable weather condi- 
tions at the time of seeding very 
much better than the other. It will 
give a more even stand on the field 
and a crop which will in all pro- 
bability ripen somewhat earlier. 
Farmers should satisfy themselves 
before seeding time next spring that 
their seed grain is of the best quality’. 
This can only be done by a germin- 
ation test conducted either at home 
or at the Dominion Seed Laboratory 
in Calgary. Samples up to twenty- 
five in number will be tested at the 
Seed Laboratory free of charge for 
any individual or company in one 
year. Above this number twenty- 
five cents per test is charged. 
Samples from Manitoba, Sask- 
utchewan, Alberta and British Col- 
umbia for test should be addressed 
to the Dominion Seed Laboratory, 
Box 1684, Calgary, Alberta, and 
postage paid by the sender. It is 
unnecessary to send stamps for re- 
turn postage. For wheat, oats, 
barley and seed of similar size, about 
half a tea cupful should be sent for 
test; for seeds of smaller size such

them; or. if these causes are rot in 
Operation, a gust of wind, a heavy 
shower, or even the simple weight of 
the almina, will be enough to disrupt 


the small connections and send the 
suicida) member to its grave. Such is 
the history of the fall of the leaf, We 


buve found that it is not an aecidental 
Occurrenee, arising simply from the vi- 
cissitudes of temperature and the like, 
but a regular and vital process, which 
commences with the first formation of 
the organ, and is completed only when 
that is no longer useful; and we cannot 
belp admiring the wonderful provision 
that heals the wound even before it is 
absolutely made, and affords a cover- 
ing from atmospheric changes before 
the part can be subjected to them,’’ 

In 1859 Hugo von Mohl, the illus- 
trious founder of the cell theory, chane- 
ed to spend his autumn vacation at 
bome, so that he observed the successive 
fall of the ieaflets and the leaf stalk 
in the leguminous Gymnocladus eana- 
@ensis with the conveniences of his 
laboratory at hand. He found that a 
layero . cork already extended through 
the cellular tissue at the base of the 
etiole in September. Immediately 
tevat of cork already extended through 
brown (suberized); and, separated from 
this by two or more rows of the ordin- 
ary colorless polyhedral cells of the leaf 
etalk, what he termed the separating, or 
‘‘absciss,’’ layer originated. This only 
formed between the 4th and 15th of Oc- 
tober, extending across the stalk from 


the inner or axillary surface, and con-| 


tained in its cells protoplasm and starch 
grains. It is, in fact, what we vow 
term ‘tsecondary meristem.’’ Von 
Mohi only recognized two layers of cells 
iu the abseiss layer, which he believed 
to split apart, while the thought that 
the fibro-vascnlur bundles were broken 
mechanically by the weight of the blade 
and the strain of wind and rain, 
perceived, however, that the fall of the 
leaflets between the 0th and 20th 
of October, and the subsequent fall of 
the petioles was independent of the cork 
Javer formed at least a month before. 
This cork layer, in fact, is not formed 
in advance in those ferns which are de- 
eiduous, in beech, elm or most oaks, 
Von Mohl also noticed that when leaves 
fell suddenly, after an autumn frost, a 
thin layer of ice had formed im the 
delicate sappy cells of the abseiss layer, 
torn cell walls evidencing the violence 
of the disruption. 

In 1863, Julius Sachs traced the grad- 
gal removal of the contents of the leaf 
cells, The protoplasm and muclei are 
@issolved, the chlorophyl granuled be- 
eome disintegrated, the starch disap- 
pears, leaving only the few yellow gran- 
ales, or the redden cell sap, which pro 
duce our autumn tints; while starch. 

otash and phosphoris acid travel down 
he leaf stalks to be stored up in the 
twigs, and only the waste of end pro- 
ducts of metabolism, calcium oxalate 
erystals. resins and alkaloids remain to 
be thrown off with the falling leaves. 

Tn 1882 MM. Guignard and Van Tieg 
hem returned to the study of Gymno- 
eladus: but began their investigation in 
the middle of June, They found that 
no cork is formed at the base of the 
leaflets, It is not worth while to heal 
the wound on the leaf stalk which is 
itself to fall in a day or so, The suber:

the main petiole by the middle of

Every one must have noticed the sue-

iby children as ‘‘bones,’’ since they are 
by no means unlike the leg-bones of 
birds, There is, however, another in- 
teresting little point in connection with 
leaf fall which is, perhaps, less familiar, 
and which is well illustrated in the 
photographs, by Mr. Johnson, of Tun- 
bridge Wells, from which our picturer 
have been prepared. This is the order 
in which the leaves fall from the twig 
In the beech this is basipetal. i.e., the 
younger Teaves at the apex of the twigs 
fall first. In the linden, the poplar 
and apparently in the majority of trees 
the fall takes place acropetally, ie., the 
older leaves at the base of the twigs 
fall first.

THE NEW TROUBLE IN CHINA 


China is so accustomed to ultimatums 
from the ‘‘outer barbarians’’ that the 
threat of Russia to oceupy part of 
Chinese Turkestan has not disturbed 
her serenity. Yet it is no idle threat; 
ind for these reasons: Russia is about 
*o conclude an agreement with Ger- 
many that removes the risk of inter- 
vention from Berlin and deprives China 
of her most effective weapon—-the 
power to offset one enemy against an- 
other. There will be no rattling of the 
aabre on the Russian frontier. No 
vision in shining armor will suddenly 
appear at the gate of the Forbidden 
City in Pekin. For the first time in 
recent history China must face her 
troubles alone, China has realized this 
isolation and has signified her des:re to 
‘ome to terms, 

The circumstances that fave led to 
the dispute are also significant. An 
important treaty between Russia and 
China eonfes to an end in August of 
this year, Russia is determined that 
jthe treaty shall be renewed, China has 
no wish to renew it. This treaty, which 
was made in 1881, gives to Russia im- 
‘vortant trading and eonsular rights in 
| Chinese Turkestan and Mongolian, The 
treaty originated in this wav; In 1870 
1 great Mahommedan rebellion spread 
fover Western China and through Cex- 
tral Asia, and threatened to ‘break up 
the Chinese Empire. An army under 
General Tso Tsung-tang marched 
} against the rebels, and, finding supplies 
insuflieient, turned itself into a farm- 
ing and a fighting eolony. Alternately 
raising erops and doing battle, this 

‘agricultural army'’ accomplished its 
rask and the rebellion was suppressed, 

The struggle was long and in its ear- 
‘jest stages most disastrous to the 
“hinese, whose forces were everywhere 
‘outed and put to the sword. The 
Semiriehensk province of Russian Tur- 
‘estan being on the fringe of the re- 
hellion, conld not escape its influence, 
ind in order to prevent the trouble 
from spreading to their territory the 
Russian Government took the precau- 
tion of sending troops across the bor- 
ler into Chinese Turkestan. In 1871 
Russia was in military occupation of 
the basin of the Ili and the fertile pro 

tince of Kuldja, which, as General 
Kuropatkin says, projects like a strong 
bastion to the east, facilitating the de- 
fence of the western boundary of Rus- 
«ia and acting as a menace to the 
Shinese, 

This Russian oceupation was un- 
loubtedly justified by the Mahomme- 
lan rebellion, for the native ponulation 
of Russian Turkestan is racially akin 
to the people of Chinese Turkestan and 
was seriously affected by the disturb 
inee, For ten years Russia remained 
in the Chinese province of Kuldja, de- 
spite the protests of Pekin. After pro 
fonged negotiations a treaty was ar 
ranged, and Russia agreed to withdraw 

m certain eonditions, Tn exehange for 
the return of her territory, China eon 
‘eded to Russian commercial and consu- 
‘ur privileges in the Ti region, Mon- 
zolin. and Manehuria, and rights of 
savigation on the Rivers Amur, Sun- 
zgari and Ussuri, These demands may 
ippear extravagant, but they were dic 
‘ated by the fear that the Amur and 
Mesuri distriets, which, as General 
Knropatkin points ont, are now only 
thinly peopled by Ruegsians, would he 
‘fewnmped hv the flowing tide of vel 
low,’’ and that Eastern Siberia would 
heeame quite un-Ruasian, 

The attitude of Chinn towards this 
treaty of 1881 has alwave heen that of

leave until she had extorted a heavy 
bribe, There is more than « grain of 
truth in this eontention, and w&ussa is 
not the only country that has made use 
of uninvited upsistance in order to re- 
eure material and permanent advan- 
tages in China, Every great Power in 
Europe has at one time or another fish 
ed in these troubled waters. 

Since the Russo-Japanese war the 
Chinese have not hesitated to display 
open hostility to the treaty of 1881, 
which they declare was wrung from 
them by force and which they have no 
intention of renewing except under 
ressure. No sooner was pouce made 

tween Japan and Russia than the 
Government in Pekin began to invade 
the Russian rights on the Sungari 
River. The excuse was that in the 
Treaty of Portsmouth Russia gave to 
Japan the assurance that she claimed 
no special privileges in China. This 
disclaimer, according to Pekin logic, 
covered the treaty of 1881, with regard 
to which Russian made no reservations 
in the Portsmouth negotiations. But 
Russia refused to accept this syllogism, 
and has maintained her privileges on 
thé Sungari in spite of Chinese oppo 
sition. 

In Chinese Turkestan and Mongolia 
the task has heen inore difficult, as the 


methods adopted by tho Chinese Gov 
ernment and people have been more 
subtle. It is the eommon habit of 
Europeans to regard the Chinese as 
ehildren and to treat them as such, 
They are looked upon not merely as 
lethargic, incapable and indifferent, 


but also as in a chronic state of revolt 
aguinst the oppression of local authori- 
ties. But the truth is beginning to 
penetrate the people of the West that 
the people are net Jacking in ab‘lity 
even if they are lacking in coaseience; 


and that they can be stubborn und 
exacting in questions of individual 
rights, 


Russia has made this diseovery in 
Mongolia and Chinese Turkestan, Hav- 
ing no excuse for denouncing the treaty 
of 1881, the Chinese resorted to prac- 
tical measures for restricting and final 
ly destroying the commercial and con- 
sular concessions granted to their 
neighbors. An active policy of coloniz- 
ing the western frontiers was adopted, 
Whole towns were moved from the in 
terior of Turkestan and Mongolia to 
the boundaries, The nomad tribes wer? 
driven from their inland pastures and 
forced toward the Russian frontier. 
Chinese were encouraged by grants of 
land and cattle to colonize the regions 
in which Russian merehants have hith 
erto found a profitable market, 

The purpose of this colonizing policy 
is obvious. It is to render null and 
void the advantages gained hy Russia 
in 1881 and to reduce the treaty to 
nothing more than a few formal phras 
es, Russian merchants find themselves 
obstructed in every turn, and Russian 
subjects resident in Chinese territory 
are deprived of those extra-territorial 
tights which remove them from the 
jurisdiction of the Chinese eonrts, This 
is the substance of the Russian eom 
nints that have led to an ultimatum 
from St, Petershurg Unless the Chi 
nese authorities take instant stepa te 
remove these grievances and to restore 
the treaty of 1881 to its legitimate 
uses, Russia will again vend troops to 
oeenpy the provinee of Kuldia,

SIR JOHN AIRD 


Of Nimrod, the builder of Ninevet 
t is written in the Old Book that b 
was a omighty hunter before the Lore 
Of Sir John Aird, who diel on Janu 
GO, at the aye of seventy-eight, 
t with justice be suid that he wa- 
shty builder before the Lord. What 
region of the earth is uot full of his 
labors?) At this moment the people ii 
the capitals of Germany, Denmark, Ho! 
fnnd, England, Corsies and India draw 
the supply of water for drinking an 
sunitation from works which he was 
employed to exeeute, Tf the people o¢ 
London, Moscow, Bahia, Copenhagen 
and Constantinople have today light it 
their dwellings and in their streets, i: 
is due largely to his energy and hi- 
skill, All kinds of civil engineering 
work seemed natural to him, Was Man 
chester to be made a seaport? Aire 
was called in to cut the canul. Were 
railways to be built in the Scotch High 
lands, in Yorkshire, or in Londen, Aire 
wis the man who was ready and abl 
to do the work, As an excavator ot 
docks he had few rivals and no com 
peers. He created gront docks at Bri» 
tol, Hull, southampton, Tilbury, Avon 
mouth and Singapore. But his greatest 
work—that by which his name will live 
in history—was the construction of th 
dam at Assouan, the greatest and most 
beneficent of all the engineering enter 
prises by which the desert hus beer 
made to blossom as the rose. In three 
years and a half this great captain ot 
industry, with the aid of an army of 
10,000 to 20,000 free laborers, completed 
the great dam designed by Sir B, Baker 
which, by conserving the water of the 
Nile, rendered possible the profitable 
cultivation of thousands of square miles 
of what had otherwise been but barrer 
sand, Seldom has the hackneyed line 
that ‘‘peace hath her triumphs not les 
renowned than war,’’ been better ap 
plied than when used to deseribe the 
work and labors of Sir John Aird 
‘*His word wus as good as his work’ 
—the verdict of an _ offisial—might 
serve as an appropriate epitaph of one 
of the most successful of the artificers 
of the fabrie of our modern world, 

Sir John Aird was born of humble 
parents. He never went to public 
school, college or universitv. His grand 
father was just an ordinary working 
man, who was killed during the build 
ing of the Regent's Canal. His father 
at first held a minor post in a London 
gus company. John Aird got such 
schooling as he ever had at a private 
achool at Southgate, and was soon sent 
out into the world to make his living 
He was bright, energetic, industrious 
and ambitious. He joined hia father 
in business as a contractor, His first 
important job came before he war 
twenty. The Crystal Palace had to be 
transferred from Hyde Park, where the 
first Great Exhibition was held in 1851 
to Sydenham, Aird and Son were em 
ployed in this undertaking, and made 
their mark. From that time onwards 
John Aird marched from one success 
to another, Whether it was Aird and 
Son, or Lucas and Aird, or Joha Aird 
and Co., it was all the same. Wher

He sat for North 
Paddington as a Conservative member 
for 1887 to 1905, He served as the first 
Mayor of Paddington in 1900, and war 
re-elected in 1901, in which year he 
was knighted by Lord Salisbury. He 
was an enthusiastic collector of pic 
tures, and personally was deservedls 
and universally popular, But his great 
work, with which his name will ever 
be associated, was the building of th 
great Egyptian dam, 

To have bridled the Nile and sub 
merged the Isle of Philae were but in 
cidents in the life work of this master 
builder, Engineering, with admiration 
puts on record the leading facts and 
figures about this colossal dam: 

In the early summer of 1899 the num 
her of men employed on the undertak 
ing reached a total of 13,000, The dan 
has a length of about 2,200 yards; ir 
has 180 sluice-gates, and its maximun 
height from the foundation is about 136 
feet. The total amount of granite ma 
sonry its construction involved war 
about one million tons, The effect of 
the dam is to convert the River Nil’ 
above Asrovan into an immense reser 
voir, which, when full, contains abouw 
38,000 million eubie feet of water. It- 
construction took about four year 
only, This, as has been correctly stated 
is certainly ‘fone of the grandest en 
gineering undertakings of our time.’

Prosperity Has Largely Succeeded 
Former Poverty and Squalor 


Probably no part of Great Britain 
has been more radically afiected by 
the war than the ea.. of London. A 
social reformer, desiriug in days gune 
by to see poverty and squalor in their 
acutest forms, naturaliy turned to 
the east end, knowing that there Le 
would find both in full measure, 

Today the east end has been trans- 
formed. If poverty has not been wiped 
out by causes due to the war it has 
largely disappeared, and toiling peo- 
ple are enjoying a degree of prosper- 
ity such as before never existed there. 

A well known sociai reformer, who 
many years has lived and worked 
among the poor of the east end, states 
that for a long time past every able- 
bodied man had been working six 
and seven days a week, and that all 
women and boys can get all the work 
they want. 

On the whole, said the social work- 
er, the people are spending their 
money wisely, thanks to the restric- 
tive measures passed to curtail the 
drink traffic. There has been no no 
ticeable increase in drinking. In- 
stead families have been buying new 
clothes and furniture, and gradually 
raising the standard of living. 


London’s Confusing Streets 


Has 19 King Streets and 34 Queen 
Streets 

When it comes to confusing street 
systems London should not be over- 
looked. Some consider it the most 
confusing, even Londoners not always 
being sure of locations. As an examp!9 
of what one meets in the British cap- 
ital a man once asked to be directed 
to a certain house on King street. He 
was sent in one direction. When he 
did not come to King street as soon as 
he expected, he asked again for King 
treet and was sent in an opposite di- 
rection, Again rot sure of his direc- 
tion he asked a third time for King 
street, and was asked which King 
street he wanted. 


The question stumped him, not 
knowing that London has ninteen 
{King streets. This number does not 
include the King streets in London's 
suburbs. 

If this man who wanted King street 
had asked for Queen street his pre- 
dicament would } ave been even great- 
er, for there are thirty-four Queen 
streets in London, Great as the city 
is, it is far behind New York in re 
gard to a comprehensive street sys- 
tem even though corners of New York 
such as Greenwich Village are most 
confusing.

A United States army officer who 
hus been at the tront and visited the 
Canadian soldiers, writes to a Mont- 
reaier and expresses the opinion that 
General Sir Sam Hughes should be 
created a field marshal.

“Canada has an army now any na- 
tion would be proud of, An army and 
a reputation, a well earned and hard 
won repuation that future genera- 
tions of Canadians will be expected 
to cherish with pride and live up to 
if they can. It is common knowledge, 
and universally admitted by all that 
the Germans would have reached 
Calais last April had it not been for 
the Canadians.

No, emphatically no. There 
was a very good militia, but every sol- 
dier knows that a militiaman is only 
an embryo soldier. 

“Well, then, where did the present 
Canadian army come from? 
Hughes made it; made ijt practicaliy 
out of nothing. 

“Sam Hughes created the Canadian 
army. He, ‘and he alone, deserves the 
credit, 
arms today than the entire British 
expeditionary forces in the South 
African war. Yet there was a field 
marshal and a full general handling 
the British force in South Africa,” 

The writer believes that the Canad 
fan army deserves a field marshal, 
and that Sir Sam, Hughes, because of 
his work in organizing it, deserves 
that honor.

Horses for Allied Armies 


Seven Thousand From Eastern Can- 
ada and Eleven Thousand From 
Western Canada 

One hundred and thirty thousand 
army horses arrived at the four To- 
ronto horse exchanges during the year 
1915. Of the 112,000 “warriors” that 
came to West ‘Toronto yards about 
100.000 were brought through fro i 
western United States. The British 
and French governments’ therefore 
purchased in the neighborhood of 20,- 
000 horses in Toronto, drawn from 
various parts of this country. ‘he 
Dominion government, which through 
its agents, purchased directly from 
owners, took 18,000 horses, 7,000 from 
eastern Canada ana 11,000 from west- 
ern Canada. Of those bought in the 
east two-thirds came froin Ontario. 
Of the latter 40 per cent. were cav- 
alry, 40 per cent artillery and 20 per 
cent, heavy transport horses, Of 
those purchasea in the west 60 
cent, were cavalry, 25

horses. 
The average price paid by the Can- 
adian government for horses bought 


in the east was $177, and in the west 


$165, the difference being accounted 
for by the longer haul to seaboard 
and the fact that western horses had 
many of them to be broken. The 
British government paid, on the aver- 
age, $160, while the French govern- 
ment, which sought lighter animals 
of somewhat inferior quality, paid 
$140.—Toronto G!obe.

Results Obtained in Experi- 
ments at Ottawa and Guelph 

[ach year there is a certain amount 
of frozen wheat throughout the west, 
and in some yearg there is consider- 
able of it placed on the market. Sume- 
times it is sufficiently injured to ren- 
der it unfit for milling, and yet be 
practically equal to sound wheat for 
feeding purposes. Frozen = whieat 
varies much in character depending 
upon the degree of maturity reached 
by the grain before being frozen. 

Experiments in feeding swine with 
frozen wheat have been conducted ut 
the Central Experimental Farm. lour 
lots were fed on frozen wheat only, 
and eight lots on wheat combined 
with other feeds. 

The pigs in the two lots fed on No. 
1 frozen wheat averaged 223.3 pounds 
at the commencement and made an 
average daily gain of .86 pounds; it 
took 400 pounds of meal to make a 
100 pounds of gain. 

The two lots fed on No. wheat, 
contrary to what we might expect, 
made slightly better gains than those 
fed No. 1 wheat. 

When No. 1 or No. 2 wheat was 
combined in the ration, in the pro- 
portion of two to one, with shorts, 
corn or oats, the gain was about the 
wheat was

fed alone. 

The best ration proved to be frozen 
wheat combined with three pounds 
of milk per pig per day; with this 
ration an average daily gain of .86 
pounds was made, and 840 pounds of 
feed produced 100 pounds of gain. It 
must be remembered that the results 
were uniform throughout for the 
twelve groups which indicates that 


swine. 
At the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege frozen wheat, which tested only 


4344 pounds per bushel, was com- 
pared with barley as a food for 
swine. 


Lot 1 contained 18 pigs and was fed 
ground barley and wheat middlings. 
Lot 2 contained 20 pigs and wae fed 
ground frozen wheat and wheat mid- 
dlings. Lot 3 contained 18 pigs and 
was fed ground barley and frozen 
wheat, equal parts, with middlings. 

Lot 1 made an average daily gain 
per pig of 1.08 pounds. lot 2, 1.1 
pounds, and lot 3, 1.18 pounds. 

The amount of meal consumed per 
100 pounds gain was as fo!lows: Lot

Stranze Railways 


Freak Roads That Have Been Built to 
Overcome Obstacles 

Of the various quaint railways in 
the world one is not so very far away, 
although you have pernaps§ never 
heard of it, much less travelled along 
its eccentric line. 

Thig is the Lartigue Railway, at 
Ballybunion, Ireland. This strange 
train is in duplicate, the engine and 
carriages peing double, while the line 
consists of a central rail, which passes 
down the centre of the train. ‘lo add 
to the humor of the thing, passengers 
are sometimes requested to change 


their seats trom one side of the train | 


to the other, so that a proper balance 
may be maintained. 

Uther out-of the-way railways 
sometmes used in order to negotiate 
any very steep ascents or descents 
where the ordinary train would come 
to grief. In this connection we find 
what are known as “rack” railways, 
more than one of which is used in 
Switzerland. 


The rack railway, instead of hay- 


ing ordinary smooth lines only, has a) 


rack rail in the centte of tue track, 
this rail being cut into a series of 
teeth, which jut out 
teeth of a saw held upside down, Un- 
der the engine of the train itself there 
is fixed a cog wheel, which grips the 
teeth of the rack rail, and so prevents 
the train from slipping back along the 
ordinary rails that lie on either side 
of tne rack rail.

male over 18 years old, may home. 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion landin Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear ins 
person at the Dominion Lands Ageney 
or Sub-Agency for the District, Entry 
by proxy may be made at any Dominici 
Landa Agency (but not Bib-Agency), on 
certain conditions, 

Duties—Six months residence Upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A lomesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homentent onn 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed {iu 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may preempt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. . Price 
$3 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in each 
of three years after carning houestead 

atent; also 50 acrea extra cultivation, 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions, A 

A settler who has exlimusted his home- 
stead right may take a purchased aed 
atead in certain districts, Price 33,00 
per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culuyate 
50 acres and erect a house worth $300, 

The area of cultivation is sub lect to 
reduction in case of rough, Poses or 
stony land. Live stock may be substi- 
tuted for cultivation under vertain con:
